A. Ves; for tho' thoſe Things duly obſerv'd were ſuf- 
hcient to ſave us, yet our Catechiſm teaches in the next 
Queſtion, that we are not able to do theſe Things of our- 
ſelves, nor to walk in the Commandments of God, as they 
have been now explained, and to ſerve him, with his ſpecial

A, lmean in general a religious Calling upon, or lifting

owledge and Power, whereby he is able to ſupply all our

Jeſus Chrif, he is always willing ſo to do. 

3. Q. Whence do you learn, that Prayer is a Means of 
obtaining God's ſpecial Grace, to enable you to live ac- 
cording to his Commandments ? 

A. From Luke xi. 9. Al, end it ſhall be given you; ſcet 
and ye ſhall find ; knock and it ſhall be opened unto you. 

4. Q. When are we to pray to God to obtain his Grace?

A. It muſt be with Diligence, that is, with Faith, Zealand

crament likewiſe; and therefore our Church Catechiſm

39. Q. Why do we every Day pray, giv? vs ihis Day cur 
daily Bread?

40. Q. Is it not lawful fer a Man to provide for himſeJf 
more of the Neceſſaries of this Life, than wlat will ſuffice 
him for one Day ?

44. Q. Upon what Condition do you here beg the Forgive- 
neſs of your Treſpaſſes.

45. Q Why do you take this Condition to be particularly 
menioned here, ſince it is certain there are others required 
of us in order to obtain Pardon of our Sins? 

A. I think it may bz mentioned principally to ſhew how 
unreaſonable it is in thoſe to be full of Hatred and Revenge 
among themſelves, whom God hath forgiven through the 
Redemption of Chriſt; ard how ill it becomes us to be rigor- 
ous it exating of our Brethren an hundred Pence, when we 
are alzing of God the Forgiveneſs of ten thoutand Talents.

48. Q. What do you mean by Temptation: 

A. Temptation in general ſigniſies nothing but Trial; but 
it here figniſies nich a Trial, as is deſigned to ſeduce, or lead 
us into Sin. | 

49. Q. How may ſuch Temptations be offered to us, or 
thrown in our Way? 

A. They may be offered by the Devil, by the World, and 
the ill Exainples that are in it; by ſome outward Calamities 
and Accidents, or by our own Luſts. 

go. Q. When may God be ſaid to lead us into Temptation? 

A. Either When he permits fuca Temptations or Induce- 
ments to Sin to be laid before us; or when he leaves ws to 
ourſelves to ſtruggle with ſuch as he has for ſome good Rea- 
ſons allowea ns to fall into. 

51. Q. Mat is the Evil you pray to be delivered from? 

A. The Evil One, or the Devil, that great Tempter to Sin;

A. I pray that God will not try me above my Strength, nor 
ſuffer the Devil, the World, or the Fleſh, to do it; but that 
he would either keep me from ſuch Temptations, or carry 
me with Innocence and Integ1ity through them, ſo that I 
may not he led into Sin by them.

A. A Form of giving Honour, Glory, and Praiſe to God. 

56. Q. Why was this Doxology added by our Saviour! 

A. To ſhew that in all the religious Service we pray to 
God, we ought to deſign his Glery, 

97. Q Was this added for no other End? 

A. Yes, it was added alſo to keep up in our Minds a due 
Senſe of the Reaſon we have to pray to God for ſuch 'Things 
as we have now conſidered, —. to expect a ſuitable Return 
to them at his Hands. | 

58. Q How does this Doxology ſhew that we ought to 
aſk theſe Things of God? | 

A. Very plainly: Becauſe God is the Fountain of all Good: 
therefore — ought to be applied to by all his Creatures: Becauſe 
his is the Power, he is able both to hear and to anſwer our Re- 
queſts; therefore of him it is moſt fit to deſire whatſoever we 
ſtand in Need of: Becauſe his is the Glory; therefore to him 
ought we to make cur Prayer, and not to any other. 

59. O. How does this Doxology encourage us to hope that 
we mall receive what we aſk ? 

A. Becauſe we hereby profeſs to believe that he can grant

A. To ſhew that theſe divine Perfections did always be- 
long to God, and will always continue to belong, in this 
ſingular Manner, to him. 

62. Q. What does Amen import? 

A. It denotes our Aſſent to the whole Prayer, with an carneſt 
Deſire of its Accompliſhment, and it is as much as if we thould 
ſay, May God of his Goodneſs grant what I have here pray- 
ed for; and ſo I truſt he will do of his Mercy towards me, 
through Jetus Chriſt our Saviour,

3 FH O W-many Sacraments hath Chriſt ordained in

A. Two only, as generally neceſſary to Salvation, that 1s 
io ſay, Baptiſm, and the Supper of the Lord. 

2. Q. Why are the two Sacraments ſaid to be generally, 
and not abſolutely, neceſſary to Salvation? 

A. They are ſaid to be generally neceſſary, to ſhew, that 
no one can ordinarily be ſaved without them, but ſuch as 
really have not an Opportunity or Capacity of being Parta- 
kers of them. 

III. Q. What meaneſt thou by this Word Sacrament ? 

A. I mean an outward and viſible Sign of an inward and 
ſpiritual Grace, given unto us, ordained by Chrift himſelf, 

as a Means whereby we receive the ſame, and a Pledge to 
allure us thereof. 


4. Q. What is the outward and viſible Sign in both theſe 


Sacraments ? 
A. Water in Baptiſm; and Bread and Wine in the Lord's 


Supper. 

5. Q. What is the inward and ſpiritual Grace, fignified and 
conveyed by theſe Signs in each Sacrament ? 

A. The waſhing of Regeneration, or the New Birth, is ſig- 
rified by the Water in Baptiſm ; and the Body and Blood of 
Chriſt, by the Bread and Wine in the Lord's Supper.

A. A hearty Sorrow for, and forſaking of Sin, 

20. Q. How do you prove that Repentance is required of 
Perſons to be baptized ? 

A. From Acts ii. 38. Repent and be baptized every one of you, 
in the Name of Jeſus Chrift, for the Remiſſion of Sins. 

21. Q Why do you take Repentance to be required in or- 
der to Baptiſm ? 

A. Becauſe Baptiſm, if duly received, waſhes away all Sin: 
And it appears from Scripture, that no Sins can be done away 
without our Repentance. 

22. Q. What is the Faith which every one ought to bring 
to the Sacrament ? 

A. A firm Belief of the Truth of the whole Chriſtian Reli- 
gion ; but more eſpecially of all thoſe Articles of it, which at 
his Baptiſm he profeſſes his Belief of to the Church? 

23. Q How do you prove that ſuch Faith is required of 
Perſons to be baptized ? 

A. From Acts viii. 37. F thou beheveſt with all thy Heart, 
thiu mayeſt be baptized. 

Acts ii. 41. They that gladly received his Word avere baptized. 

XXIV. Q. If ſuch a Repentance, and ſuch a Faith, be re- 
quired of all who are baptized; — Why then are Infants bap- 
t:zed, who by Reaſon of their tender Age cannot perform ei- 
ther of them ? | 

A. Becauſe they promiſe them both [that is, hoth Faith and 
Repentance] by their Sureties; which Promiſe, When they 
come to Age, themſelves are bound to perform. 

25. Q. Are actual Faith and Repentance neceſſary to Bap- 
til ? | 

A. They are both neceſſary for Perſons of riper Years ; 
but for Infants born of Chriſtian Parents it is ſufficient, that 
they be obligęd to believe and repent as ſoon as they ſhall 
be capable of ſo doing.

By the Lord's Supper we declare our Continuance in that 
Profeſſion, and renew and confirm our Part in the Covenant 
of the Goſpel. | 
3. Q Why is it called the Lord's Supper? 8 
A. Becauſe it was both appointed by our Lord at Supper, 
immediately beſore his Death, and was deſigned to ſucceed 
in the Place of the Paſchal Supper among the Jews. 
IV. Q. Why was the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper 
ordained ? | 


A. For

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A. For the continual Remembrance of the Sacrifice of the 
Death of Chrift, and of the Benets which we receive thereby. 

5. Q. What do you mean by a continual Remembrance? 

A. A Remembrance that ie not to end at a certain Time, 
but is to be kept up by this Holy Sacrament to the very Eud 
of the World. | | 

6. Q How do you prove that the Sacrament of the Lord's. 


Supper is to continue till Chriſt's ſecond coming to judge the 


World ? | 
A. From 1 Cor. xi. 26. As often as ye ent this Bread, ana 
drink this Cup, ye do ſhew the Lord's Death till he come. 


7. Q. Is there any Thing more intended by a continual 


Remembrance ? 

A. Yes, there is; that this Sacrament ought not to be cele- 
brated as the Paſſover was, once a Year: but frequently, fo 
as to keep up a conſtant, lively Remembrance in our Minds 
of the Sacrifice of the Death of Chriſt. | 

8. Q. Why do you call it the Sacrifice of Chrift*s Death? 

A. Becauſe Chriſt by his dying became a Sacrifice for the 
Sins of Mankind. 


9. Q. How do you prove that Chriſt was a Sacrifice for Sin? 


A. From Hebrews ix. 26. He put away Sin by the Sacrifice 
of himſelf. 

10. Q. Was it neceffary that Chriſt ſhould die, in order to 
his being ſuch a Sacrifice ? 


A. Yes, Death being the Puniſhment of Sin, he could no 


otherwiſe have freed us from Death, than by dying himſelf 
in our Stead. \ ; 


11. Q. How do you prove this? 


A. From Heb. ix. 22. Mitbont Shedding 6f Blood there is no 


Remiſſion of Sin. 

12. Q. What was then the Deſign of our Saviour in ap- 
pointing this Sacrameiit * 

A. Asa Means to make us frequently meditateupon his Love 
in thus dying for us, and to attare us of the mighty Beneſits 
and Advantages which we receive thereby. 


13. Q. How does this appear to be the End of this Ap-

and the pouring out of the Wine, a very apt Repreſentation 
of the Shedding of his Blood, 

XVII. Q. What is the inward Part, or Thing ſignified in 
this holy Sacrament ? 

A. The Body and Blood of Chrift, which are verily and in- 
deed taken, and received by the Faithful in the Lord's Supper. 

18. Q. Does not the Bread and Wine remain the ſame after 
they are conſecrated by the Prieſt as before ? 

A. Yes, as to their Subſtance; only they are altered as to 
their Uſe and Signification, 

19. Q. If then they remain the ſame in Subſtance, how can 
they be ſaid to be verily and indeed taken and received by 
the Faithful ? 

A. Becauſe by taking them worthi!y, that is, with Faith 
and Piety, as Figures and Repreſentations of Chriſt's Body 
and Blood, we are thereby verily entitled to the Benefits 
purchaſed by Chriſt's Death.

who eats and drinks them, or by the Faithful only ? 

A. By the Faithful and Pious only, which ſhews that they 
are not verily and indeed taken as to their Subſtance, but as 
to their Effects, of which the Faithful can alone be truly and 
really Partakers. |; 


21. Q. How do you prove that the Body and Blood of
